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Double Patenting 

1 . Claims 6-9, and 1 6-1 7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate 
of claims 10-13 and 18-19. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close 
in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper 
after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed 
claim. See MPEP § 706.03 (k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 6-19, 23-24 and 28-29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Regarding claims 6, 10, 23 and 28, the specification does not teach that the frame (6) is an 
elliptical fi-ame as claimed. Actually, on page 4 of the specification teaches that the frame (6) 
represents a rectangular parallelepiped fi-ame structure, and the firame structure is formed with an 
elliptical recess portion, not the frame with the elliptical shape or structure as claimed. 
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3. Claims 17, 19, 23-24 and 30 are rejected xinder 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The original specification and drawings do not teach and show that the magnetic circuit 
has an elliptical shape as claimed now. 

4. Claims 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 14-15 can not be examined since they are dependent on the canceled^claim 1. 

5. Claim 22 recites the limitation "the elliptical fi-ame" in lines 2 and 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "the elliptical frame" in lines 2 and 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter
